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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues "computer -readable medium" 
indicates a tangible, physical embodiment, due to software program itself could not have instructions or data embodied thereon. Examiner 
disagrees and believes that software has code which is instructions and/or data. Different types of memory and hardware does not provide 
proper antecedent basis for what is explicitly meant by a computer-readable medium. One of ordinary skill in the art would not understand 
what this term means when confronted with Applicant's specification. Finally a daemon can be considered to be software. Examiner views 
applicant claimed an apparatus comprising of software therefore is non-statutory. 

Applicant states that Brigss does not teach an instant message module. Examiner is not sure what an instant messaging module is, since 
it is not explained specifically in the specifications as stated in the final office action. Examiner views an instant messaging module as 
software only, and can be interpreted broadly. Therefore Liversidge teaches communicating and exchanging messages in real time with 
another participant/device. Examiner disagrees with applicant's argument on premise that Briggs and Liversidge can not be combined. 
Further Briggs teaches the functionality of the end product of applicants invention. Examiner explains that Briggs teaches identity based 
activities as stated in final office action. Further Liversidge also explains identity based activities paragraph[85] Liversidge states and a 
team documents frame 155 showing information respecting documents related to team activities and accessible by any members of the 
team. Thus claims as currently presented do not overcome final rejection. 
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
